WILL BE ACCUSED 


OF IMPROPRIETY IN

Board to Ask City Coun- 
selor to Prepare Charges 
for Its First Impeachment 
Action. | 


EXPULSION ONLY 
PENALTY POSSIBLE 


Eilers’ Resolution for Inves- 
tigation’ Into Funds on 
Zoning Law Amendments 
Also Adopted. 


Alderman Herman C, Waldman 
of the Twenty-eighth Ward and 
Alderman John Neu Jr. of the 
Thirteenth Ward, who figured in 
the recent investigation of the 
$1200 escrow fund “for certain 
services in obtaining certain legis- 
lation for service car drivers,” are 
to be tried by the Board of Alder- 
men for conduct unbecoming mem- 
bers. 

The board voted late yesterday to 
have Waldman and Ney impeached, 
by adopting the report of its spe- 
cial investigating committee, which 
recommended the trial. Formal 
charges to be prepared by the City 
Counselor wil] institute the im- 
peachment. The term “impeach- 
ment” in legal usage means formal 


accusation and hearing. 
Acquittal or Expulsion. 

Acquittal or expulsion will be 
the verdict of the board in the trial. 
There is no provision for any pen- 
alty but expulsion upon conviction, 
under the section of the City Char- 
ter invoked, This will be the first 
trial by the board of a member 
since in was established in 1914. 

The escrow agreement, it will be 
recalled, provided for payment of 
$1200 to Waldman’s son-in-law, 
Mort J. Rosenblatt, for service-car 
regulatory legislation, but Rosen- 
blatt declared he was acting merely 
as intermediary for H. G. Cohen, 
a lawyer hired by service drivers. 
The agreement was dated last May. 
Waldman has pending in the board 
a bill to regulate and license service 
car operation, which he introduced 
in June. There was unsubstantiat- 
ed testimony before the investigat- 
ing committee about an alleged sec- 
ond escrow agreement bearing 
Waldman’s signature, which he de--. 
nied. 

Representatives of the drivers 
had shown the Rosenblatt agrec- 
ment to Neu, as an attorney, and he 
testified that he advised them to 
cancel it. It was shown that later 
Neu was hired for $700 to perform 
certain legal services for a new 
service drivers 'organization, but he 
withdrew because he was too busy 
and was paid only $106. 

Another Inguiry Ordered. 

At yesterday's session the Board 
of Aldermen also adopted unani- 
mously a resolution to investigate 
through another special committee 
a $1000 escrow agreement in con- 
nection with Iifting of zoning law 
restrictions. Neu'’s name also has 
been mentioned in this connection. 

Every member of the board but 
Alderman Schwartz, who was out 
of town, was present yesterday. 
Waldman and Neu, like the others. 
sat at their desks while Clerk 
Nicolal read the report of the In- 
vestigating Committee, making 
known its finding. A number of 
spectators lined one wall of the 
chamber.

Finds Twins of Same Sex 
Have Fingerprints Alike 


Biologist Says Their Similarity Is So Great 
One Is Not Quite Complete Without 
the Other. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 19.—Twins and 
their mental traits are discussed in 
a report of Prof. H. Newman, bi- 
ologist of the University of Chi- 
cago. He has experimented with 
one hundred sets of twins. All 
twins he divides into “fraternal” 
which are of opposite sex and 
“identical” which are of the same 
sex. The latter are the most close- 
ly allied. He writes: 

“When we gave mental tests to 
identical twins, while they were 
separated from each other, we 
found that in some cases they do 
not score as well as when they 
take the test together, although 
they give each other no material 
aid whatevep. It would almost 
suggest that so great is their simil- 
arity and sympathy that one !s not 
quite complete without the other.” 

Finger Prints Alike. 

An astonishing discovery for 
finger print experts in the state- 
ment that “the fénger prints of 
identical twins are alike. By mak- 
ing finger prints we could always 
identify identical twins.” 

“Some of the twins we studied 


make a positive effort to be dif- 
ferent from each other. This is 
true even of identical twins, who 
not only vary their dress, but, in 
the case of girls, the style of cos- 
metics and other variable features 
in an effort to avoid the conven- 
tional conception of twins looking 
alike. And often they do rémark- 
ably well. 

“On the other hand, twins of the 
fraternal type, who, except for 
their age, have no more reason to 
look alike than any brothers or 
sisters, often make an effort to 
look alike by similarity of dress, 

Studicd Ninety Pairs. 

“We studied about 90 pairs of 
twins largely with relation to men- 
tal traits and obtained data from 
a total of at least 100 before we 
began the task of intensively study- 
ing the data. Our final conclu- 
sions, of course, await the com- 
pletion of the study.” 

Prof. Newman’s hope of finding 
identical twins who have been 
reared apart has not been realized. 
he said. Such a case, he indicated, 
might be of considerable value in 
determining the relative import- 
ance of invironment and heredity.

‘Edward Taylor, 22, Found 
Guilty of $354 Payroll 
Holdup at Nicklin Tan- 
nery Corporation. 


The habitual criminal st2ztute, 


under which prosecuting officers 
here frequently have tried to end 
the careers of ex-convicts cavght in 
Second and third offenses, but 
which juries rarely respect, 
fcllowed by a jury in Circuit Judge 
Fearcy’s court yesterday to the let- 
ter, and 22 year-old Edward Tay- 
lor, former convict, received a sen- 
tence of life imprisonment in the

It is the law that where a2 pre- 
vious offense is proven and the 
guilt of the defendant in the case 
on trial is established to a jury’s 
satisfaction, they may inflict the 
maximum penalty. The penalty for 
robbery runs from five years to 
life. Judges frequently instruct 
juries here to inflict the maxininm 
penalty in cases where the hibit- 
ual-criminal act is cited, and juries 
almost invariably disrc~ard the in- 
structions.

Evidence at the trial of Taylor, 
showed that he had 
pleaded guilty to participation in 
a holdup in 1924 a~ | was sentenced 
to five years in the penitentiary. He 
was released <rom the penitentiary 
June 16 last and on Aug. 13, two 
months later, committed the same 
offense again. This time, it was 
charged, Taylor and several other 
men held up’ William Nicklin of 
the Nicklin Tannery Corp., 409 
South Second str. +t, and took from 
him a payroll of $354. 

The State based its case against 
Taylor on the statement of Odell! 
Slattery, 18 years old, a Negro of 
218 Poplar street, and police test!- 
mony designed to show that en ac- 
complice of Taylor, sentenced for 
another robbery, had told polices 
where to find him. The accomplice 
dcmonstrated his knowledge cf Tay- 
ler’s activities by sending detec- 
tives to a flat on North Sarah street 
where the ex-convict was iiding. 
The accomplice had named Taytor 
as one of the robbers. 

Taylor Drove Car. 

Slattery’s story was that he knew 
the young men who robhed Nick- 
lin. He said he haj] worked ir a 
blacksmith shop near Ni2s*lin’s 
place of business and that Taylor 
and his companions made th? shop 
their hangout. Slattery related how 
he often had carried beer to the 
Gang. 

On the day of the Nicklin rob- 
bery, the witness said, Tavior and 
several others, whom younz Slat- 
te’ y called by nicknames, aascmbled 
at the blacksmith shop, which tas 
at the rear of 415 South Second 
street, a few steps from the back 
door of the Nicklin building. 

“They had a car parked in the 
alley with the engine runn'rg,’ 
Slattery testified. “I saw Taylor 
sitting at the wheel. Several of 
the other boys ran through a pas- 
sageway from the front of Mr. 
Nicklin’s place and jumped in the 
car. I knew them all. Taylor 
drove them away.” 

Alibi Defense Fails. 

Elmer Schneider of 2517 North

Nicklin has identified Bushman.

Taylor’s defense was an alibl. 
His uncle, William Taylor of 6182 
Plymouth avenue, and four men 
employed by the elder Taylor tes- 
tified that Edward was laying 
bricks ,on a construction job in 
Webster Groves at the time of the 
holdup. 

The State emphasized the 
that identification of Taylor by the 
Negro youth was not a chance 
identification of a stranger, but 
testimony coming from one who 
knew Taylor well.

CENSORING SHAW. 

From the Nation. 

T wag strange to fing the rebe] Shaw de- 

fending the apostie of castor oil as a cure 
for civil discontent. But it remained for 
Mussolini's censors to cap the comedy by 
reediting G. B. S.’s apologia for their chief. 
and for Gaetamo Salvemin: to bring their 
antics to the light in a letter to the Man- 
chester Guardian. “Mussolini achieved a 
dictatorship.” Shaw wrote, “after marching 
to Rome with a force of blackshirts which 
a single disciplined regiment backed by a 
competent Government could have routed 
at any moment.” When Shaw's remarks 
were reprinted in [taly, the censors cuf out 
the words which we emphasize; they did not 
harmonize with the official Fascist myth 
Shaw. wrote: “To tell us that Mussolini's 
extraordinary success was achieved by mur- 
dering one hostile deputy and administer- 
ing castor oil to his supporters is childish.” 
The censors omitied the murder. and 
changed the word “supporters” into “adver- 
saries.”” At another point they inserted in- 
to Shaw’s text a whole series of remarks 
of their own. Mr. Shaw has thundered at 
censors before; will he now renounce his 
sudden love, or, as Salvemin! suggests, has 
“Kate at tong last met her Petruchio”? 
Must some new dramatist write “The Tam- 
ing of the Shaw’?

be traced that long chain that to- 
day has grown so fore-shortened 
as to bind the author to a narrow 
strip of earth. 

Here, of course—as Prof. Leon- 
ard has foreseen—there will arise 


the reader who will question the 


truth of his findings. For them, 
he says, the book was not written. 
But such speculations as to truth 


seem to this reviewer little less 


than absurd, for, after all, who 
else than the author can be a cri- 
terion of the truth in this _in- 
stance. For who will doubt that 
nothing’s so but thinking makes it 
so? And Prof. Leonard’ profound 
belief in his psychic disability is 
written in every line of the book. 

I was interested to note Leon- 
ard’s reference to James Joyce's 
“Ulysses.” Even before I had en- 
countered this reference I had 
thought of Joyce in connection 
with certain passages in The Lo- 
comotive God. Their mental re- 
call of childhood and adolescence 
is similar but the use they make 
of material thus gained is very dif- 
ferent. Although it is true that 
there is a certain similarity—more 
of mood and feeling than of any- 
thing else—in Prof. Leonard’s de- 
scription of his terror and subse- 
quent flight from the school yard 
and the passage in Joyce's “Por- 
trait of the Artist ag a Young 
Man” in which Stephen Daedalus 
is also on the school playground, 
feeling also fear and horror. 

“If I recorded all the details,” 
Prof. Leonard says, “every object 
living or dead with its shadow. 
every motion, every thought, every 
feeling of mine, item by item in 
that three-hour segment (the ex- 
perience in the schoolroom and 
afterward) of the stream of time 
and the stream of consciousness— 
all that I now remember after my 
two years’ search during 1922-24 
for the reality of that morning—lI 
should not need 60, but 1000 pages. 
There are no other three hours of 
my life that I know so well, min- 
ute by minute—beside which 
Joyce’s ‘Ulysses’ would be but a 
sketch.” 

One may readily believe this. 

The Locomotive God gives rise 
to innumerable speculations. For 
example, what would Prof. Leon- 
ard have contributed, culturally. 
had it not been for his unfortu- 
nate psychic experiences? Cer- 
tainly he has given a full measure 
as it is in the fields of both schol- 
arship and creative writing. The 
book is dedjcated, with singular 
fitness, to the readers of “Two 
Lives” in the narrative poem in 
which Prof. Leonard has told the 
story of his love for his wife and 
the ensuing tragedy.

The name of the new ruler was 
proclaimed almost before the tomb 
of his father, the late Sultan Mulail 
Yussef, was sealed. 

Although only 17, Hamada 


married. He married one of his 
first cousins, the daughter of Mulai 
Jahar, his father’s brother, in 1926. 

Under him the work of bringing 
Morocco up to date is expected to 
go on without tnterruption, even 
accelerated, for those who have 
come in contact with him declare 
that although he still is in his 
teens he possesses considerable 
ability. He is progressive, well ed- 
ucated, intelligent and perfectly 
self possessed. He has a pleasing 
and tactful personality. 

He speaks French fluently and is 
well versed in Mohammedan lore. 
He has inherited all the shrewd- 
ness and simplicity of his father. 
Other Capitals Approve Choice. 

The election of Hamada met with 
the complete approval of the other 
capital cities, Rabat, Marrakesh 
and Meknes, without which his as- 
cension would be incomplete. 

Hamada was the choice of his 
father, also of the able Grand 
Vizier, El Mokri, and other persons 
prominent in the affairs of the Sul- 
tanate, which explains why his 
election was so rapid. 

The word had spread that the 
new Sultan must be proclaimed be- 
fore sunset, as the prayers of the 
Muezzin must mention the name of

the ruler in order to bring down 
the blessings of Allah upon him. 
Moslem leaders and tribesmen as- 
sembled. 

The assembly was stampeded 
by a young sheik from the South- 
ern Atlas Mountain region. In less 
time than it generally takes to or- 
ganize an American political con- 
vention and deliver the opening 
speech, the Sultan had been chosen 
and proclaimed. 

Hamada 
great favorite with the women. 
Shining dark eyes peered at him 
from behind heavy veils and they 
shrieked, “Allah! Allah! A new 
ruler has come to Morocco,” as he 
rode through. the bazaars and 
streets of Fez before returning to 
the Sultan’s palace. There, mu- 
siclans awaited him and played soft 
droning tunes. 

Ascension Is a Surprise. 

His ascension was somewhat of 

a surprise to the populace, if not 


the officials, as it was generally be- 
lieved that the late Sultan’s eldest 
s0n, Mulai Idriss, would be selected. 

The new Sultan plans to make 
his entry of state at the Sherifian 
capital, Rabat, either late today or 
tomorrow. There he _ will take 
possession of the throne of the 
Alide dynasty after the last rite 
called for by ancient tradition is 
performed—the holding of his stir- 
rup for him by the most venerated 
religious leader, the Sheriff of Wez- 
zan. Without this. no Sultan can 
be said to have been invested with 
his powers of office. 

Theodore Steeg, French resi- 
dent-general, hastened to the pal- 
ace after the election to congratu- 
late the young Sultan. There all
